H3ESIJDMT [\  S   REPORT 

President  Sullivan  reported  that  the  Officers,  Bill  Cleary,  Walter  Ryan,  Chairman 
of  our  Transportation  Committee,  Bill  Cashman  and  Danny  Murray  met  with  the  Speaker 
regarding  the  Transportation  Bill  on  the  morning  that  the  bill  was  coming  up.  He 
asked  that  Exec  V.P.  Cleary  explain  that  bill  later. 

With  regard  to  the  Sunday  laws,  we  thought  that  with  the  cooperation  of  our  usual 
people- ,  the  Knights  of  Columbus  and  the  Sons  cf  Italy,  we  would  be  able  to  keep 
the  law  the  way  it  was.  People  are  trying  to  open  up  the  law.  This  organisation, 
through,  a  resolution  passed  at  the  Convention, tried  to  change  the  fine  from  ^25.00 
to  §100.00  for  each  breach  of  the  Blue  Laws.  John  Barron  went  on  TV  answering  a 
statement  that  was  made  regarding  the  Blue  Laws.  It  seems  as  far  as  organized 
labor  is  concerned  if  we  do  something  wrong  we  end  up  in  Court  but  if  the  merchants 
want  to  open  up  on  Sunday  no  one  does  anything  about  it. 

President  Sullivan  advised  the  Council  that  Commissioner  Fielding  of  the  Dept.  of 
Public  Health  thinks  that  the  Federal  Government  should  take  over  the  Meat  Inspection 
Program.  We  are  trying  to  put  a  stop  to  that.  The  Speaker,  John  Finnegan, 
representatives  Guilmette,  Rohan,  Ruane,  Bill  Cashman  and  President  Sullivan 
met  with  Br.  Michael  and  his  Administrative  Assistant.  A  short  explanation  was 
given  as  to  why  we  should  keep  slaughtering  the  way  it  is  in  Mass.  There  wa3 
also  a  meeting  with  the  Governor's  Secretary  of  Administration  &  Finance.  We 
had  been  promised  £'280,000  which  would  carry  the  program.  A  State  inspection 
system  would  keep  people  in  jobs  and  a  Federal  inspection  system  will  wipe  them  out. 

Exec.  V.P.  Cleary  said  that  he  worked  on  the  320  Million  dollar  Transportation  Bill 
with  Walter  Ryan,  Chairman  of  our  Transportation  Committee,  Bill  Cashman,  Joe 
Sullivan  and  Jimmy  Loughlin.  Everything  was  pretty  good.  There  was  a  strong  tie 
in  with  Park  Plaza.  Unless  Park  Plaza  was  approved  the  Department  of  Transportation 
building  would  not  go  forward.  When  it  came  up  we  found  out  that  the  8  Million 
Dollar  bond  issue  had  been  taken  out.  Exec.  V.P.  Cleary  met  with  the  Speaker  and 
the  Chairman  of  Ways  &  Means  and  found  out  that  what  had  happened  was  not  enough 
information  had  been  given  to  them  by  the  Administration  pertaining  to  this  bond 
issue.  Finnegan  got  the  answers  he  was  looking  for  and  it  vas  put  back  into  the 
House  version  of  it.  There  was  a  vote  whether  to  put  it  back  in  and  the  vote  passed. 
It  was  engrossed  in  its  entirety.  It  then  went  to  the  Senate  and  they  added 
am°ndvaents.  It  was  engrossed  on  the  Senate  side.  He  then  found  out  that  they 
were  not  going  to  have  a  Conference  Committee  Report  as  there  would  be  no  Conference 
Committee  until  December  31.  Exec.  V.P.  Cleary  stayed  with  it  until  3il\$  A.M.  and 
finally  got  a  Conference  Committee  report  back.  They  voted  on  acceptance  of  the 
Conference  Committee  in  the  House.  The  majority  of  the  bill  was  put  in  but  a  2/3 
vote  was  needed  for  the  amendment.  The  Speaker  went  into  recess  and  Exec.  V.P.  Clear 
worked  to  change  7  votes.  We  thought  we  had  the  votes  and  asked  the  Speaker  to 
bring  it  out  on  the  floor  when  the  Senate  adjourned.  The  Speaker  then  adjourned. 

A  letter  has  been  sent  out  showing  which  votes  we  have  to  change.  It  is  imperative 
that  we  get  the  votes  changed  as  we  need  a  2/3  vote. 

■  President  Sullivan  told  the  Council  that  the  DPU  waa  allowing  the  Attorney  General 
and  certain  co-ie-jmer  groups  the  right  to  participate  in  activities  going  on 
regarding  telephone  company  billing  practices  and  other  matters.  In  order  to 
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protect  our  telephone  workers  and  look  out  for  people  we  represent  we  got  an 
opinion  from  Boo  3&gal  regarding  this  probe.  Atty.  Segal  advised  that  a  letter 
should  he  sent  to  the  BPTT  and  to  the  Attorney  General  advising  them  that  we  are 
interested  in  this  matter  and  tha-  we  would  like  to  be  notified  of  all  hearing 
dates  and  we  would  cooperate  with  the  DPTJ  and  the  Attorney  General. 

Motion  duly  made  and  seconded  to  approve  this  action.  So  voted. 

Motion  duly  made  and  seconded  to  accept  the  President's  Report.  So  voted. 

V.P.  Khoury  asked  if  the  bill  we  submitted  to  add  f>  Commissioners  on  the  Industrial 
Accident  Board  had  been  resubmitted.  The  bill  we  filed  last  year  is  still  in 
Ways  &  Means.  We  don't  have  much  time  in  this  session  and  in  order  to  protect 
ourselves  something  should  be  done  to  resubmit  the  bill  as  we  have  in  the  past. 
V.P.  Khoury  is  concerned  that  labor  will  lose  a  position. 

Exec.  V.P.  Cleary  told  "V.P.  Khoury  that  he  was  sure  the  bill  wasn't  filed  this 
year  a:id  that  he  would  ask  John  Finnegan  about  the  bill  we  filed  last  year.  If 
:lt  is  still  in  Ways  &  Means  John  Finnegan  will  probably  pull  it  out. 

V.P.  Campbell  spoke  about  the  Workmen's  Compensation  bill  filed  by  Pickett,  the 
Sub-Chairman  of  the  Insurance  Committee.  It  went  through  the  House  but  when  it 
got  to  the  Senate  it  was  killed  in  the  first  reading.  As  the  law  presently  stands 
an  employer  pays  based  on  wages.  The  non  union  employer  pays  a  lower  rate  thaa 
the  union  employer  because  the  wage  is  lower  but  employees  receive  the  same  amount 
cf  compensation  if  the  non  union  employee's  salary  is  great  enough  to  warrant  the 
maximum.  The  Pickett  bill  would  raise  the  maximum  to  0120.00  and  all  employers 
would  pay  based  on  that  maximum.  V.P.  Campbell  hopes  that  the  Council  will  keep 
an  eye  on  the  bill  when  it  goes  back  in.  .  v-...„
